The danger of hernia is that 
the protruding part may be 
pinched fm such a way as to 
shut off the blood supply 
which could result in gan- 
grene.

THE ELBA CLIPPER 


Alabama citizens increased 
their consumption of beer by 
24,000 barrels during 1961, ac- 
cording to the Centennial edi- 
tion of the Brewers Almanac, 
just issued. The Almanac is 
the annual fact book of the 
brewing industry published by 
the United States Brewers As- 
sociation. 

Alabamians consumed 568, 
258 barrels of beer during 
1961, raising their consump- 
tion rate to 5.3 gallons per 
capita of population. 

Federal excise taxes on the 
quantity of beer and ale con- 
sumed in Alabama last year 
amounted to $5,114,322. State 
of Alabama collections came to 
$3,773,234.12, with one half of 
this amount, or $1,886,617.06 
earmarked for old age pen- 
sions. In addition, municipali- 
ties and county governments in 
the state’s 21 “legally wet’ 
counties collected an addition- 
al $3,500,000 in local taxes 
for public services such as 
schools, hospitals, streets, 
roads, etc. 


‘61 BIGGEST YEAR IN 
BEER SALES 


Countrywide, 1961 was the 
biggest year in sales and pro- 
duction in the history of the 
history of the American brew- 
ing industry, and thus it fit- 
tingly marked the 100th anni- 
versary of the United States 
Brewers Association. The Asso- 
ciation, oldest incorporated or- 
ganization in the nation, was 
founded August 22, 1852. 

Sales in 1961, as represented 
by ‘tax-paid withdrawals of 
malt beverages, reached an 
all-time high of over 89,000,000 
barrels of 31 gallons each, a 
1.3 per cent increase above 
1960. 

Production figures for 1961 
also broke all records with a 
barrelage of 95,027,408, or 1.7 
per cent better than 1960. For 
three years running, sales and 
production have exceeded the 
previous year’s and have estab- 
lished new all-time highs.

Per capita consumption of 
beer and ale averaged 15.0 gal- 
lons, virtually the same as 
1960. Among popular bever- 
ages beer stands just after 
milk and coffee and leads soft 
drinks, tea, distilled spirits and 
wine. Per capita consumption, 
the Breweii Almanac ,points 
out, was based upon the en- 
tire population, regardless of 
age. 1? persons under 21 were 
excluded, and other groups 
weighed to reflect their cus- 
tomary use of malt beverages, 
th 1961 per capita consumption 
came nearer to 23.2 gallons. 

Members of the United 
States Brewers Association 
produce 82 per cent of the 
beer and ale brewed in this 
‘country. The industry as a 
whole causes five billion dol- 
lars to flow annually through 
mental channels. 

Among the tangential indus- 
trioa. which benefit from brew- 
ing are manufacturers of cans, 
bottles, kegs and related con-

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Coffee Farmers Tour 
Hog Production 
Industry In Mid-West 


AUBURN, Ala, — Commerci 
al swine production in South- 
east Alabama received a con- 
siderable boost at Dothan’s 
Farm Center Tuesday, Septem 
ber 11, Twenty-nine commerci- 
al hog producers in Houston, 
Henry, Dale, COFFEE and Gen- 
eva counties received purebred 
tested meat-type boars to add 
to their herds. These boars, 
which they acquired through 
their local Vo-Ag teacher, were 
carefully selected for this pur- 
pose from tested herds in Io- 
wa and Missouri. 

Four hog production specia- 
list from Alabama toured the 
hog production industry in the 
Mid-West in making these se- 
lections. This team of specia- 
list consisted of H. N. Lewis, 
vocational agriculture  live- 
stock specialist, Auburn Uni- 
versity; Dr. C. D. Squiers, 
swine research specialist, Au- 
burn University; Paul Dean, 
vocational agriculture teacher 
and purebred Duroc breeder, 
Hartford, and K. H. Cook, vo- 
cational agriculture teacher 
and purebred Hampshire bree- 
der, Dozier. 

The program had its begin- 
ning with the vocational agri- 
‘culture teachers in Southeast 
Alabama and Mr. L. L. Sellers, 
district supervisor, southeast 
Alabama, It is designed to up- 
grade the herds of the com- 
mercial hog producers in this 
section and thereby put a bet- 
ter hog on the market for the 
consumers. This is the begin- 
ning of a program which will 
eventually cover the enti¢e 
state and will put more lean 
pork on the table of the con- 
sumer. 

Mr. Sellers said, “meat-type 
hog production has been a talk- 
ing program for many years. 
So far as we know this is the 


first positive step that has 
been made in Alabama on a 
large scale, With the interest 
shown by packers and buyers 
assuring the producers of a 
ready market for meat-type 
hogs it is expected that farm- 
ers participating in the pro- 
gram will further expand their 
production in this direction.” 

The project is receiving the 
cooperation and help of Dr. 
John Milligan, State Veterina- 
rian, Montgomery, and Dr. Bry- 
an Taylor, his associate. Under 
their supervision the boars 
were given a health check and 
the herds of the farmers, who 
received the boars, will be 
checked and tested for bru- 
cellosis. 

The search will continue for 
good tested boars to supply 
the demand, Sixty-two farmers 
requested boars but so far on- 
ly 29 suitable sires have been 
found. As soon as possible 
these demands will be met.

Coffee Farmers Tour 
Hog Production 


Industry In Mid-West 


AUBURN, Ala Commerci- 
al swine production in South- 
east Alabama received a con- 
siderable boost at Dothan’s 
Farm Center Tuesday, Septem 
ber 11. Twenty-nine commerci- 
al hog producers in Houston, 
Henry, Dale, COFFEE and Gen- 
eva counties received purebred 
tested meat-type boars to add 
to their herds. These boars, 
which they acquired through 
their local Vo-Ag teacher, were 
carefully selected for this pur- 
pose from tested herds in Io- 
wa and Missouri. 

Four hog production specia 
list from Alabama toured the 
hog production industry in the 
Mid-West in making these se 
lections. This team of specia- 
list consisted of H. N. Lewis, 
vocational agriculture _ live- 
stock specialist, Auburn Uni- 
versity; Dr. C. D. Squiers, 
swine research specialist, Au- 
burn University; Paul Dean, 
vocational agriculture teacher 
and purebred Duroc breeder, 
Hartford, and K. H. Cook, vo- 
eational agriculture teacher 
and purebred Hampshire bree- 
der, Dozier. 

The program had its begin- 
ning with the vocational agri- 
culture teachers in Southeast 
Alabama and Mr. L. L. Sellers, 
district supervisor, southeast 
Alabama. It is designed to up- 
grade the herds of the com- 
mercial hog producers in this 
section and thereby put a bet- 
ter hog on the market for the 
consumers. This is the begin- 
ning of a program which will 
eVentually cover the entite 
state and will put more lean 
pork on the table of the con- 
sumer. 

Mr. Sellers said, “meat-type 
hog production has been a talk- 
ing program for many years. 
So far as we know this is the 


first positive step that has 
been made in Alabama on a 
large scale. With the interest 
shown by packers and buyers 
assuring the producers of a 
ready market for meat-type 
hogs it is expected that farm- 
ers participating in the pro- 
gram will further expand their 
production in this direction.” 

The project is receiving the 
cooperation and help of Dr. 
John Milligan, State Veterina- 
rian, Montgomery, and Dr. Bry- 
an Taylor, his associate. Under 
their supervision the boars 
were given a health check and 
the herds of the farmers, who 
received the boars, will be 
checked and tested for bru- 
cellosis. 

The search will continue for 
good tested boars to supply 
the demand, Sixty-two farmers 
requested boars but so far on- 
ly 29 suitable sires have been 
found. As soon as possible 
these demands will be met.

October 1 At State’s

100 YEARS AGO 


NATHAN B. FORREST 


With the need for better e- 
quipped cavalry arising, and 
horses hard to obtain, it is 
little wonder that General Na- 
than B. Forrest went from bat- 
tlefield duty into his home 
State of Tennessee to raise 
cavalry recruits. His talent for 
“know how,” coupled with his 
wealth, made him an ideal 
choice, Having personally e 
quipped his own mounted bat- 
talion, he was told September 
25, 1862, to go into Tennessee 
and raise at least six battalions 
for the Confederacy, 

When Forrest enlisted as a 
private a month before his 
40th birthday, he had risen 
from proverty to become a 
wealthy business man and 
Memphis alderman. He made 
his money out of cotton, real 
estate, livestock and slave trad- 
ing. With aimost no formal 
schooling, he had been helping 
support his widowed mother 
and numerous'brothers and sis- 
ters since he was 15. “There 
was six feet-two of him, lithe 
and powerful of' build, with 
steady eyes... altogether a 
man of striking and command- 
ing presence.” 

A born military genius, his 
“Get there first with the most 
men,” sums up most of the 
great military works of all 
times, and gave him the nick- 
name of “Fustest with the 
mostest” Forrest. Once within 
two weeks he captured enough 
horses to re-mount his entire 
force. His attacks on enemy 
supply lines led to the delay- 
of the Union’s offensive a- 
gainat Vicksburg by six 
months. Five of his brothers 
and two of: his half brothers 
saw military service for the 
Confederacy. 

Toward the end of the War, 
Forrest suffered defeat Z 
fighting near Montevallo an 
in the Battie of Selma. He sur- 
rendered with the command 
of General Richard Taylor on 
May 4, 1865, at Citonelle, Ala- 
bama—the last army to surren- 
der east of the Mississippi Ri- 
ver.
